MAXIMUM ESTIMATED. REDUCTION 
PLAOED AT 20 PER — 


Se 


hinalan of Office Buildings . Issuing Cireu- 
lars and Offering Special Inducements 
te Tenants—Special Agents Employed 
‘by Some to Solicit the Occupants of 
Other Buildings=The Cut Will Approx- 
imate the Raise Previous to the Werld’s 
Fair=Rents in the Residence District. 

Office rents in the tall buildings of Chicago 
are slated for a tumble. There will be a 
knockdown in prices which will land them at 
a point lower than they have been in years. 
The scramble for tenants is already un and 
conservative real estate men who have the 
renting of these skyscrapers declare - that- the 
réduction will"be from 15 to~20 per cent. 
Flat and house rents are also’ going go that 
there is to be general rejoicing this spring by 
the big population of tenants. 

The profitable business of .constructing an 
office building sixteen and eighteen stories 
high, and thus securing room in the air with- 
out cost. bas been carried to such an extent 
that an oversupply of desk-room has been 
created, and the reaction is fairly setting in. 
During the period of the World’s Fair, while 
there was an influx of temporary seekers of: 
office-room, the business continued “to be 
profitable. The mushroom renters have 
withered away, and the hard times coming 
on have subdued the crop of enterprising men 
with wonderful schemes to facilitate which it: 
was necessary to open up handsome quarters 
in some one of the notable tall buildings. 

Just now the 20,000 or more tenants of 
these sky-scrapers are being courted by the 
agents of new and of old unfilled buildings 
with flattering inducements. ‘So persistent

the following, which used to be rare, 
are now plentiful. This one, which offers 
three months’ rent free, in addition to a low- 
errate after May 1,is being circulated by 
the management of the addition to the Real 
Estate Board Building. It reads: 

Arrangements wil! be made with ‘responsible 
tenants having leases in other buildings until 
next May, but desiring to make an earlier change 
of offices, so that they.can move into the Real 
Estate Board Building now, yet not be obliged 
to pay rent for both sets of offices, 

Special Agents at Work. 

But circulars and even treatises with which 
offices: are being burdened are not relied 
upon to accomplish the purpose. desired, and 
special agents who can make terms not 
printed in the schedule are flitting from one 
office to another. The Chamber of Com- 
merce Buildmg. with its favorable location, 
has been attacked along with others. 
It has 800 offices and houses, it 
is estimated, 2,000 persons, including 
partners and clerks. -There are sixteen otner 
tall buildings with an equal number of offices 


in the business district, so that a small esti- 


mate of the number of changes probable 
would fix the moving fraternity at 32,000 
persons. Quarters set apart for banking pur- 
poses in the Hartford Building, the Title and 
Trust, the new Stock Exchange, the Major 


agent said yesterday : 

- Our clients have advised. us to reduce 
rentals to meet the competition. They are 
largely out-of-town owners and we are com- 
plying with their instructions. We have be- 
gun reducing already, and by May 1 the rent 
scale will Ne fixed. Prices will drop 15 and 
18 per cent, and in some. instances: 20 per 
cent or more, depending upon individual ne- 
gotiations. This drop in office rents will 
run the? price down lower than it has 
been f years: . It is inevitable, though, be- 
cause of the large number of new buildings 
which have gone up. The average rentai for 
offices in fireproof ,structures is $1,50 per 
This is bemg cut to $1.25 and 
lower. Buildings must have tenants, and if 
they cannot be rented ata reasonable profit 
the owners must accept something lower 
rather than leave the structures vacant.’ 
The public hardly appreciates ~ the - fixed 
charges ob a large building. Take one 
with ten elevators. It costs $6,000 a year mere- 
ly for the men wlhfo pull the ropes. The janitor 
service for each floor costs $600, ‘and for a 
sixteen-story building this adds $9,600. 
Then there must be engineers and firemen at 
$1,200 and $800 a year; there must be ad- 
ditional skilled labor to manage -the electric 
plants, ° and all together the cost of maintain- 
ing a skyscraper cuts such a figure that small 
rentals are better than none at all. 

‘* Now, for instance, here are eight build- 
ings that are particularly strong in their com- 
petition. They are the Masonic Temple, the 
Hartford, the Security, the Stock Exchange, 
the New York Life. the Equitable, the Title 
and Trust. and the addition to the Monad- 
nock,

Mr. Billings’ Opinion, * es 

Mr. Billings, in charge of the renting of 
offices in the Chamber of Commerce, said: 

‘“Of course there will be a reduction in of- 
fice rents. I think it will amount to 20 per 
cent. ‘There is not‘a day that we do not have 
agents | from other buildings soliciting our 


tenants to make changes. We have not jost_ 


many yet, but we wil) be obliged, I presume, 
to deal with cut rates. We will not solicit the 
patrons of other buildings and de not consider 
that quite an equitable proceeding. The great 
tidal wave of reduced rents has been brought 
about by the Stock Exchange, the Masonic 
Temple, the Qld Colony Building, and the 
Ashland Block.. They are after tenants and 
must have them.” 

Not only offiee rents are‘on the decline. The. 
great population that lives in flats and rented 
houses will also be blessed with reduced rents. 
How many thousands are to profit by this no 
house-renting agency yesterday was willing to 
guess, but the landlords are coming down and 
informing their rental agencies that tenants 
must be secured. George L. Warner of Baird 


& Warner, who do an extensive house-renting 


business, said yesterday: 

‘I think it is safe to estimate that 75 per cent 
of the population renting flats will secure the 
benefit of reduced fents this, spring.

TO AMEND THE INTER-STATE ACT. 


Senator Gorman Presents a Bill That Will 
Interest Railway Men. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 31.—Mr. Gorman 
(Dem., Md.) today introduced in the Senate 
a bill to amend the inter-State commerce act 
so as to make.it unlawful for competing com- 
mon carriers to form any pal or agreement 
for the apportionment of their traffic, except 
under conditions provided in the bill. These 
conditions are that all contracts or agree- 
ments shall. be in writing and _ filed 
with the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missivm, and shall only become law- 
ful when approved by the. commission 
or upon an entry of an order of court pro- 
vided for in the act. All contracts are to be 
considered as approved after the expiration 
of ten days from their filing unless the 
commission makes an order forrgaily with- 
holding its approval. The commission is di- 
rected to withhold its approval whenever it 
shall find that the operation of any contract 
will result in unreasonable rates, unjust dis- 
crimination, or unfair service.’ Orders or 
findings ot the commission shall be subject to 
review by the Circuit Courts of the United 
States, from which also an appeal will lie to 
the Supreme Court of.the United States.

PRODUCE MARKETS EAST AND WEST. 


Bankers’ Disposition to Take Up Bonds Is 
Reassuring to Market. 

New York, Jan. 31.—{Special.}—Corron— 
Closed barely steady at a net decline of 3 to 5 
points. The opening was from 1 to 3 points bet- 
ter than it closed yesterday, but immediately 
after the opening the market fell off several 
points on realizing sales. But the-market turned 
firmer and by 1 ock prices showed about with 
yesterday’s closing figures after having sold down 
to 7.8le for March, the highest price on this 
menth for today being 7.88c, made at the 
opening. The early decline was checked by the 
smaller .semi-weekly interior movement as given 
out by the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, and 
the loss in stocks at twelve towns was something 
over 8,300 bales, against a gain of 5,600 last 
year. The assurance that New York bankers 
would take enough bonds to be issued by the 
government to make the government loan a suc- 
cess was healthful to. the market. Receipts to- 
morrow at New Orleans are estimated at 
3,000 bales, against 9,328 last week and 
3,797 last year; Memphis received today 
890 bales, against 1,007 last year; St. Louis got 
427 bales, against 957 last year, and Houston, 
2,000 bales, against 2,208 last year. Mr. Elli- 
son's circular cabled to the exchanges takes a 
bullish view of the situation on the basis of an 
American crop of 7,375,000 .bales. The Ameri- 
can requirements he estimates at 2,600,000 
bales, against 2.800,000 bales last year.

Accounts of the Company Are Attacked= 


Controller of the Currency Anxious to 


Learn if Chicago Banks Will Bid for’ 


Government Bonds=Production of Beer 
for January Exceeds the Record of a 
Year AgomWeak Stock Market=EKle- 
vated Stocks Particularly Heavy. 


A foretaste of the criticisms that. will -be 
heard at today’s annual meeting.of the Amer- 
ican Strawboard company could be had ata 
meeting of the opposition stockholders called 
by Chauncy Castle at the Victoria Hotel yes- 
terday. About thirty stockholders respond- 
ed, and among them were ‘some of the 
heaviest stockholders of the company. A. L. 
Boal was called to the chair, and Mr. Castle 
outlined the reasons which have led up to the 
present opposition. He made a strong speech, 
aud presented the opposition side of the situa- 
tion in a way whith will call for considerable 
explanation, ome might imagine, from the 
present managément. Mr. Newcomb, who is 
the candidate of the opposition for Presi- 
dent of the company, also spoke at 
and; backed up - his, statements 
with deductions from the published re- 
ports of the company and a correspond. 
dence between himself and -President Barber. 
He said that President Barber had charged in 
one of his recent circulars that the attack of the 
opposition had been by means.of innuendoes. He 
disclaimed all intention of that mode of warfare, 
and in the statements which followed there was 
no suspicion of innuendo, They were straight 
from the shoulder. He charged that thé com- 
pany had been dominated by Treasurer ‘Moore, 
and that the President hadbeen President only 
in name. ‘He paid a-compliment to Mr. Barber’s 
ability, but declared that any man who was Pres- 
ident of over twenty-five corporations of impor- 
tance could not devote as much of his attention to 
the affairs of the company as the position of 
President demanded. The accounts of the com- 
pany as published were attacked, -and his state-. 
ments went to show that the physical condition 
of the property has been allowed to deteriorate. 
He found mismanagement on every hand. His 
own strawboard mill at Quincy paid 25 per cent 
dividends every year that it was under his man- 
agement, and when he sold. out he had not be- 
lieved it possible that the property could. be mis- 
managed toan extent that would cut dividends 
below 10 per cent. Now instead of there being 
any good will that article is really a minus quan- 
tity, for d»salers have been so antagonized that, 
other things’ befng equal,. they, will invariabiy 
buy of an outside concern.

VICTORY IN NEW YORK CITY. 

The voters of two of the Congressional dis- 
tricts of New York City had an opportunity 
to express their sentiments concerning the 
Wilson ’bill day before yesterday. That bill 
was the direct issue,-for two Congressmen 
“were to be elected who will have a chance to 
vote on it, At the demand of Mr. Croker 
Representatives Fellows ,and Fitch resigned 
in order to accept local offices to which they 
‘had been chosen at the November election. 
When Croker decided to take them out of 
Congress to make one District-Attorney and. 
the other Controller he had not the least 
doubt of his ability to fill their seats with 
Democrats at the special election which 
would have to be held. There was no ap- 
parent reason then for doubt. Fellows’ dis- 
trict gave him ‘8,125 majority in 1892 and 
Fitch had 11,869. Even after the defeat of 
Maynard and the rest of the State ticket last 
November Croker had no fears. He nom- 
inated men who said they were for the Wilson 
bill—one of them found fault with it only be- . 
cause it did not.go:far enough. The Repub- 
licans nominated men who tere against the 
- bill. 

The district which | gave Fellows 8,125 major- 
ity gave the Republican candidate 984 major- 
ity. The one which gave Fitch 11,869 gave 
the Democratic candidate 4,687. Two years 
ago the Democrats had a majority of 19, 994.

SENATOR SHERMAN FOR THE BOND ISSUP 

Senator Sherman of Ohio has come ou’ 
nobly in support of the administration in it 
efforts to maintain the national credif by the 
issue of bonds to the amount of 50 million 
“dollars. In reply to Senator Stewart, who 
spoke in favor.of ‘his resulution that the pro- 
posed issue of bonds is without authdrity of 
law, Mr. Sherman spoke strongly and even 
passionately in defense of the action pro 
posed by Secretary Carlisle. He said ‘that 
without regard to party feeling he felt it. hi> 
duty to stand up for the honor of the counfr; 
and for the power . proposed to be exercised 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. Then h: 
slowed that by the law as it now stands that 
power is given in the clearest, strongest, and 
most direct language ever used by man— 
language that-had been used after a three 
years’ debate in the Senate and House, a law 
that had been framed by the ablest,men in 
both bodies and had stood unchallenged and 
uncontradicted till a few days ago, when the 
Populist Senator Allen of Nebraska had of.- 
fered a resolution denying the power of the 
Secretary to execute it. 

After quoting from the resumption act cf 
Jan. 14, 1875, the provision that the lega! 
tenders shail be redeemed *‘ on and after ”’ the 
lst of January, 1879, and laying much stress 
upon the words “‘on and after’’ 4s@neaning 
“until water ceases to run and while. time 
lasts,” unless Congress should change or 
modify that law. which it has not yet dorie, 
Senator Sherman traced the history of the 
reserve fund. *He said the powéx of the Seerc- 
tary of the Treasury and his duty are just the 
same today as they were fifteen years ago, 
and he is bound to exercise this power when- 
ever in his yadgment the necessity for it exists. 
He said none but wild theorists would insist® 
that the maintenance of the gold reserve is 
not of value to the Government of the United 
States. It is the fulcrum on which our whole 
.monetary structure rests. Till it was estab- 
lished and laid on the solid fcundations of our 
law the United States notes, notwithstanding 
the promise of the people to pay them, were 
below par, and when the resumption act was 
passed our money was worth only 85 cents 
on the dollar in coin. Every day and hour 
since this fulcrum was made every dollar of 
our United States notes is as good‘as gold in 
every iand of the world. ‘You may travel 
with these notes bearing our signet wherever 
the flag of commerce floats and every one of 
them is as good.as gold.” 

Senator Sherman said he would: not argue 
the point.as to whether the Mear, of tariff 
changes was groundless or not, but there was 
no doubt of the fact.’ It has caused much of 
the difficulty that surrounds us, But he made 
the significant point that the Republican 
tariff law had furnished up to the beginning 
of July last enough money to carry on the 
operations of the government. He does not 
believe it is within the power or in the-gen-. 
eral line of duty of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to take money received from the sale of 
these bonds and apply it to current expenses, 
and told the Democrats that they must ‘pro- 
vide for the revenue deficiency in some other 
way than by tampering with the money got 
from the bonds for one purpose only. it was 
for-them to say whether or not this fund shall 
be tampered with and the fear and dread in- 
creased that the promise of the United States 
may be broken.

IT WOULD AFFECT MILLIONS, 

The Democratic advocates of an income ta 
are trying to make the medsure popular by 
| claimmg that the tax would only affect or 
apply to 86,000 persons in the United States. .- 
This statement has been made over and over 
again and apparently without contradiction. 
It seems to have been accepted as correct and 
therefore not to be answered, yét nothing 
need be further.fpom the truth. The income 
tax proposed’ by the Democrats in power 
would be collected not’merely from thou- 
sands but indirectly from millions of citi- 
zens. It would “hit” the poor as well as the 
rich in spite of all asseverations to the con- 
trary. ; 

Seeing that the tax would apply to all cor- 
-porations and take 2 per cent from all their 
earnings, without reference to the magnitude 
of thé amounts in which those earnings are 
distributed, the measure would bé a tax upon) 
at least half a million of workers who are 
members of the building loan associations. 
All these would bé assessed on the few scores 
or hundreds of dollars of income belonging to 
each member as truly as if the members were 
collected from personally. All members of 
mutual life insurance companies would be 
taxed similarly, and the tax would render it 
nécessary for many of the non-mutual compa- 
nies to inerease the premiums charged for a 
statedamount of insurance. There are many 
thousands of small amounts, not exceeding a 
few hundred dollars each, received by widows 
and orphans as the interest or dividends 
on suins invested for them in the stucks or 
bonds of railroad and ocher corporations, al! 
of which would be lessened by 2 per cent be- 
fore being paid’ ut by the treasurers: of the 
various companies. Taking cognizance of 
all this ft musfbe evident that the tax would ° 
be paid by more than oné million of persons, 
probably two, and perhaps not less than thre« 
millions, the great majority of whom do not 
belong to the class which the Democratic 
outers affect to think pay less than they 
dugitt to pay for the maintenance of the gov- 
ernment. In tbis action the tax Would cut 
very many of those whom it slfould be desira- 
ble to touch as ‘lightly as possibie.

THE MUNICIPAL ESTIMATES, 

There is a slight improvement in the form 
of the Controller’s estimates submitted to the 
Council Monday evening as compared with 
previous experience. This is probably due to 
‘the personal effort of Mr. Ackerman, who in- 
troduces his figures with a rather lucid state- 
ment of the condition of the city finances and 
a sornewhat caustic comment on the methods 
of the heads of the departments. He has 
also taken ‘the trouble to compare his 
own estimates for the various branches 
of the municipal government with the 
expenditures for last year. This is a welcome 
improvement; But the comoarison is made 
in lump sums and affords little guidance for 


much light for the public on methods of 
municipal expenditure. For the rest the 
estimates are a louse, confused jumble, with- 
out form. There is no system in their ar- 
rangement. Mr. Ackerman left that matter 
to the old employés of the Controller’s office. 
and they have jumbled it after the old anti- 
quated plan. . It will be for the Finance cum- 
mittee to makea more comprehensible tab- 
ulation, ~ 

Such a tabulation. should show the salary or 
the expenditure for last year, the itemized 
estimate of the Controller, and the iternized 
estimate of the Finance committee. The 
ump sum method is resorted to in order to 
cover up jobs and to favor special pets. The 
appropriations are made indefinite that the 
bureau chiefs can juggle salaries as they 
leem fit. This method is resorted to in the 
Street Department, 
Bureau, and in the Jepartment _of Sewers. 
Here are some specimen forms of the way in 
which appropriations are proposed for these 
acanqies of municipal government:

A stiakie at the pay-roll for December will 
show to what an extent appropriations in this 
form are made the cover for jobbery and 
plunder, The army of high-priced inspectors. 
foremen, assistant foremen, superintendents, 
ete., are paid for out of these lump sums. 
(heir salaries are fixed by the chiefs of the 
bureaus. They are allowed expenses on the 
siightest pretext. These lump sum appropri- 
ations are the cover for every form of munic- 
ipal corruption. It is the duty of the 
Finance committee to stop the system of 
wholesale theft from the city thus fostered. 
There should be some: limitation on the 
powers of the bureau chiefs to fix salaries 
and to allow expenses and some limitation 
on the number of political loafers who -are 
paid big salaries for doing nothing. Itis not 
an. easy matter to grapple with, but the

ApM1raL BexnaM, in command of the Amer- 
ican squadron in the harbor of Rio Janeiro, 
has taught the officious insurgent Admiral da 
Gama an exceedingly useful lesson. The lat- 
ter had been warned repeatedly that he must 
cease firing at American merchant vessels 
coming. into the harbor. - Tuesday last, in 
utter disregard of the warning, he repeated 
his offense and was audacious enough to fire 

at a vessel urider convoy of the cruisér De- 
troit, Without any unnecessary delay the 
Detroit answered back, and the Brazilian Ad- 
miral was notified if he did not quit the De- 
troit would sink his vessel. 

The action of the Brazilian Admiral was in 
the nature of an insult, and Admirai Benham 
promptly and properly resented it. The lat- 
ter has a sufficient force of cruisers to sink 
the whole Brazilian fleet if it becomes neces- 
sary. There is: little danger that it will be. 
Admiral Benham has taught Da Gama a use- 
ful lesson, and the prompt manner in which 


the Austrian and Yerman Admirals have in- 


dorsed him shows that tney have no more 
patience with this attempt of a pack of un- 
recognized rebels to blockade the harbor than 
Admiral Benham has. It is but natural that 
criticism in some English quarters should be 
adverse, but as it will bea matter of dollars 
and ‘cents to the English there is no danger 
that. they will offer any serious remonstrance, 
ind already some of the leadi English 
papers have indorsed Admiral Benfam’s ac- 
tion. The vessels of the Austrian; German. 
ind other governments stand ready to help in 
keeping the harbor open to merchantmen, 
and there is little danger that it will be closed. 
The administration at Washington, it is be. 
iieved, will stand by the Admirfl.. It would 
be gingular, indeed, if it should refuse to 
stand by one of its Admirals, who has shown 
his determination to take care of the interests 
of American citizens. Yet there is no telling 
what the cranky administration at Washing- 
ton will do. 


Michae.u Davirt is now @ “ certified bank- 
rupt,’’ which means that he has received-a 
certificate from the proper court that his 
bankruptcy was due to misfortune and not to 
tiny wrong doing on hig’ part. Hoiding such 
“certificate he is eligible for a seat in Parlia- 
ment. When-he, was declared bankrupt he- 
was a member ofthe House of Commons for 
one of the divisions of Cork County. Through 
the official declaration of his bankruptcy Mr. 
Davitt ceased to bea member. Mr, Davitt’s 
debts were forced on him. He was elected to 
Parliament for North Meath at the genera! 


. election in 1892. The Redmondites petitioned 


against the return on thé-ground that it had 
been secured by clerical intimidation. Davitt 
admitted that the issue raiged was technically 
correct and offered to retire voluntarily. This 
was not permitted. The trial of the case pro- 
ceeded and Davitt did not-attempt to defend 
his seat. He was ousted and saddled with the 
costs, amounting to $8.000. He refused to 

- pay those costs. Indeed, he could not pay 
them himself. He declined the offers of his 
friends to meet the expenses and was declared 
a bankrupt. TheJudge of the Bankrupt Court 
refused to grant’ him a certificate; He ap- 
pealed to the higher court with success, Dav- 
itt will doubtless return to Parliament, where 
he was pepular. He was better liked by the 
English members than any other Irishman 
with the possible exception of John Dillon. 
He has a more intelligent sympathy with the 
reform ideas of the English Radicals than any 
of his countrymen. He was the ally of John 
Burns in the Commons and probably will be 
again.

MAJESTIU’S QUICK EASTERN TRIP. 


The White Star Liner Faster than the 
American Ship New York. 
ONDON, Feb. 1.—The 
White Star line steam- 
er Majestic, Capt. 
Pearsall, from New 
York, Jan. 24, for 
Liverpool vie Queens- 
town, passed Daunt’s 
Rock at 4:42 a. m. 
yesterday, having 
made the passage to 
that point.in six days. 
‘six hours, and fifty- 
seven minutes. 
Daunt’s Rock is the 
point off which the 


mail steamers stop to - 
land or take on board by tenders passengers 


and mail bags. The Majestic landed ninety- 
five bags of mail for points in Ireland, and at 
5:20 o’clock’ proceeded for Liverpooi. The 
train carrying the mail matter from the 
steamer left Liverpool at 8:22 last evening 
and arrived at the Euston station, London, at 
12:56 this morning. The mail reached the 
postoffice at 1:25. But twenty-eight bags of 
the Majestic’s muil were brought to London. 
They ‘contained the matter for the 
‘continent and the south of England. The 
rest of the Majestic’s mail was sorted in Liv- 
erpool and some of it was sent thence to the 
north of Engiand and the Midlands late last 
night. The rest will go out in the first deliv- 
ery this morning. Ali the London mail will 
go out in the fifst delivery th s morning. 

Much interest is felt,in the delivery of these 
mails for the reason that the American line 
steamer New York, Capt. Jamison, which lef} 
New York on the same day as the Majestic, 
but bound for Southampion, had a heavy 
mail, which, it was said, it would attempt to 
have put duwn in London before the Majes- 
tic’s mails arrived. The Majestic crossed the 
bar at Sandy. Hook at 4:26 p. m., just: four 
minutes ahead of the New York. 

The New York passed the Scilly Islands at 
2:25 o’clock yesterday afternoon, It reached 
its berth at Southampton at 3:30 o’clock this 
morning. Its Captain says he kept the Majes- 
tic in sight for six. hours after they sailed. 
then lost sight of it in the fog and did not see 
it afterward. The New York experienced 
strong westerly gaies almost throughout its 
voyage. The train with the New York’s mails 
lett Southampton for London at 4 o’clock.
